Joseph Wade and B, H. Dalton murdered
James Morrow for 25 centa. Morrow had
teen calling on a young woman friend and
wias on his way hom# on the night of No-
wvember 14, when Wade and Dalton stepped
4n front of him and ordpred him to throw
up his hande. Morrow made s movement
toward putting his hands in his pocketa
when Wade fired the fatal shot. The mur-
dorers were arrested three days later In
& lodging house. Wade confemsed that he,
Bhimeelf, fired the shot,

Wade wias born near Pittsburg. Pa., and
Dalton at Atlanta, Oa. Wade and his vie-
tim were both under 21 years of age, while
Dalton was only 23, On Wednesday night
Wade, who had treated his approaching
executlon with levity, embraced religion
and according to-n missionary who has
wvisited the prisoner, his conversion was
due partly to the- prayere of his fellow
murderer, Dalton, and partly to the read-
ing of a passage in FPaul's Epistle to the
Romass,

JOME  FACTS ABOUT THE INVENTION

.
leetrical Development In the Old

World Obarrved by Americans=—
Prospective assing of
the “Hello Girl"

Over the entrance to the house of the
American Society of Mechanical Engineers
at 12 West Thirty-First street, New York,
there hung last Friday night what looked
{ike a column of cold, blue-white light,
about four inches in diameter and four feet
high. It gave a brilliant {llumination to the
street for nmearly half a block. Inslde the
house the auditorlum was lighted by five
slmilar lighte, but of lesser dinmeter, and
the light of the hall was almost ke sun-
light. Heneath these IMghts, which looked
ke big eandles, sat several hundred mem-
bers of the American Institute of Electrical
Englneers to listen 1o the readipg of a
paper on “Electrie Gas Lamps and Gas
Electrical Resistance Phenomena” by the
young lnventor of the lamps, Peter Cooper
Hawltt, son of the Hon, Abram 8. Hewlitt

fome slx or eight years ago Mr. Hewett
came to the cenclusion that a betfer and
cheaper light than that supplied by either
the are or ineandescent lamps could be
obtalned by the use of a gas as the con-
ductor instead of the Alm used in the in-
candescent lampsa. He began experiment.
ing in his laboratory in the tower of Mad-
imon Square Garden, with the result that
he has obtained such a light and except for
the perfection of a few detalls Iy ready to
put It on the market.

Mr. Hewlit's lamp conslsta simply of a
glass tube, with a bulb at one end, fnto
which he Introduces the gas generated
from mercury. The tubes, when filled, are
connected with the ordinary electric power
in any bullding and the current turned on.
The gas acta as the conductor and as goon
as the awiteh 18 turned the tube s flooded
with light, Four of these (ubes were
placed at regular Intervals around the
gallery of the auditorium last night and ene
was hung from the ceiling. The Incan-
descent lights were also turned on and the
light from these looked llke jeta of uncer:
taln yellow flame, as compared with the
light tn Mr. Hewltt's lamps.

The lamps attached to the gallery gave
a light equal to that of about 200 candles,
while the one which bung from the ceiling
and the one over the entrance of the house
seemed to have about twice as much power,
Mr. Hewltt says that he can produoce his
light at about one-eighth the cost of the
incandescent lamps and about one-third
the cost of arc lamps and gas lamps.

Explanation of the Inventor,

In the course of his paper Mr. Hewitt
sald: “The mercury gas lamps exhibited
are operated on the standard Edlson 118
volt direct current fostalled in this build-
ing, and lamps of this class consume
amounts of current varylng from one lo
six amperes, and the efficlency is approx-
imately one-half watt per spherical candle
power, Under better conditions as high an
efMciency power has been obtalned, deter-
mined by earceful and accurate measure-
ments. 1 have mads lamps with diameter
of bore less than one-elghth of an inch, and
an large as three inches, and from less than
thres Inches in length up to over ten feet,
glving from less than ten candles up to
fully 3,000, Lamps of very small bores give
more trouble in manufacture and operation
than those of moderate size. Lamps of in-
pumerable shapes and dimensions have
been constructed and great variation of
candle power for various diameters ob-
talned. There appears no reason why
lamps may not be made of any &laa re-
quired and of any desired candle power per
inch within wide limits, the ony llmitation
appearing being that imposed by softening
of the glass when too many candle power
per inch hAre produced. The general rules
established regarding thelr operation hold
good so far as examined, and it is pogaible
to predetermine with almoat absolute ex-
actness the voltage, current consumption
and candle power of & lamp when the man-
ufacture Is perfect.

“The light produced by pure mercury gas
comprised orange yellow, lemon  yellow,
green, blue, blue violet and violet and al-
though all shades of these colors may not
be present, thelr absence would not be so
seriously felt were It not for the absence
of the red. For some purposes the lack of
red in the spectrum s objectionable, but
for many uses It is & positive advantage.

“por shop work, draughtisg, rending and
other work where the eye Is called upon
for continued strain, the absence of red ls
an advantage, for 1 bave found light with-
out the red is much less tiring to the eye
than with it. It s possible to transform
some waves of this light, especially the
yellow light, into red light, and thus in &
measure to overcome this defect where re-
quired for genmeral indoor INlumination, A
moderate amount of ordinary incandes-
cent light interspersed with the meroury
gas electric light serves to supply the de-
ficiency, and the mixture may be made
most satisfactory, For ordinary sireet
lighting purposes the mercury light 1In
available, even without the red. and it
should be noticed that this light has very
great pegetrating power and meems to be
effective ‘through greater distances than
an equivalent amount of measured candle
power from the ordinary Incandescent
lamp. This may be due to the fact that the
waves of the red lght are less penetrat-
ing than those waves which are present
in the mercury light and hence the least
valuable portion of the spectrum baving
such (lluminating effecta Is omitted, and
the energy ls practically expended io the
more useful portions of the spectrum,

“When it is consldered that this light,
when obtaiped with mercury gas, has an
eMelency at least elght times as great as
that obtained by the ordinary Incandes-
cent lamp, it will be appreciated that it
has its use In places where lack of the
red Ils not important, for the economy of
operation will much more than compen-
sate for the somewhat unnatural color
glven to {lluminated objects'

American 'Phonea in England.

Another electrical industry which the
English in a measure have allowed to slip
from thelr grasp, says a writer in Alnslee’s,
is the making of telephones. Here again
America is ynexcelled, and the general post-
office has just testified to our akill by giv-
ing to the Western Electric company of
Chlcago the entire order for London, Eng-
land, while blaming thelr own manufac-
turers for Iack of enterprise, |8 so over-
joyed to see a mew era in telephone me-
chanles that it has only words of excessive
pralse for the Yankees. This because the
National Telephone company, that up to
the present has controlled all the im-
portant patents in the United Kingdom,
made selfish use of Its position and re-
fused to improve the service.

To sauyone who has attempted to talk
over & telephone In London It would scem
Inconcelvable how auny people, even the
Arabs, could stand such Imposition. The
London system Is such that it frequently
takes an hour to secure connection. 1 was
present at ove frustraied effort when, after
struggling for mere than that leogth of

The Germans un-
der the order of Emperor Willlnm recently
made several trial trips with this Inven-
tlon, and thess tests proved in every way
satisfactory. The war minister has placed
at the disposal of the experimenting com-
pany the military loe between Berlin and
Yossen, and the ears have on occasions sped
over thia route at the rate of 125 milés an
hour,

These “fiyers” take the electrieal ourrent
from three wires, The elecirical eagine Is
& queer looking affalr, belng heavy at the
base, with two box-like arrangements for
the machinery extending back and front
of the glars-inclosed cab, which projects
upward about four feet., Across the top of
this cab extend the three sliding contacts,
fustened on an iron girder, which Is regu-
lated by a rope somewhat on the same plan
an & trolley pole, except that these contacts
are ralsed and lowered from the froot ine
stead of from the rear of the car. The
locomotives carry their own motors, not
only one, but four of them, all heavily
charged ard all In use at the one time.

The line between BHerlin and Zossen ex-
tenda through an open country,
little or no traMe over this route, and the
cars can speed along unimpeded by wagons,
street crossings or pedestrians.
